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CHICAGO, Jan. 20 (AP)— A 
police crime laboratory techni- 
cian said today that he re- 
ceived eight spent shell cas- 
ings from the apartment where 
two Black Panther Party lead- 
ers were slain in a police raid. 

Sgt. Charles Koludrovic tes- 
tified in an inquest into the 
fatal shooting of Panther lead- 
ers Fred Hampton, 21, and 
Mark Clark, 22, during the 
raid on Hampton’s West- Side 
apartment Dec. 4. 

Sgt. Koludrovic said he' re- 
covered eight spent shell cas- 
ings from the flat when he in- 
vestigated the premises min- 
utes after the shooting. - r 
He said he learned later 
that raiding officers collected 
other spent casings before he 
arrived. He said he did not 
know how many they found. 

- Koludrovic also testified 
that crime experts would prob- 
ably be able to determine 
whether a piece of wood dis- 
played at the inquest is part 
of a door that led to the living 
room of the apartment. 

He said earlier that he could 


not identify the wood as a 
missing door panel because its 
appearance was changed. He; 
said there is a second bole' in 
the wood that was not there 
when he examined the door. 

The panel produced by 
James D. Montgomery, an at- 
torney for the Panthers, con- 
tained two holes. 

“It appears very similar, but 
I don’t recall that hole going 
through at the seam,” Kolu- 
drovic said, referring to a hole 
about a foot above the other 
hole. 

Attorneys for the' Panthers 
have admitted removing sev- 
eral items, including the panel 
from the apartment. One law- 
yer, Francis Andrew, is being 
held in custody until an inven- 
tory of the' items can be com- 
pleted.
